WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—| 
(AP) —The United States 
war department announced 
today that Gen. Douglas'| 
MacArthur's Philippine army 
repulsed a Japanese attack 
with heavy enemy losses, es- 
timating at least 700 of the 
enemy were killed. 

American-Filipino losses were 
described in sa communique as 
relatively small. 

The war department said “This 
was one of the most serious reverses 
suffered by the Japanese invagers 
since the war began.” 

The Japanese attack took place 
northwest of Manila. 


DOWN FOUR PLANES 

At the same time the garrison of 
Corregidor fortress shot down four 
more Japanese bombers in beating 
off the third’ successive air attack 
on the fortress. 

This raised officially reported 
enemy plane losses over Corregidor 
to 15, 

The communique said four addi- | 
tional Japanese planes were hit but | 
their destruction was not confirmed | 

Fifty-two bombers took part in 
the attack, which continued three 
hours. 

Both the land battle on Luzon

Chinese To Help 


Malaya

LONDON, Jan. 5.—(CP)—Veteran Chinese troops are 
believed to be on their way to Malaya to help block the Jap- 
anese drive toward Singapore, British sources said today. 


These sources said such an as- 
signment for Chinese forces was 
a likely first step of the unified 
southwest Pacific command un- 
der Gen. Sir Archibald Wavell. 

They said the call on Chinese 
manpower was for aid in a crisis 
until Britain and United States can 
get men and arms to the far east. 
It probably was worked out dur- 
ing the recent visits to Chungking 
of Gen. Wavell and Maj.-Gen. 
George Brett, United States army 
air corps,chief who is Gen. Wavell's 
aide in the unified command, they 
added. 

Chinese forces already have bol- 
stered British strength in Burma, 
on the flank of the Malay front. 

Military observers said British 
troops in Malaya had been forced 
to retreat not by more efficient 
Japanese fighting but by superior 
numbers and their inability to 
defend a wide front. 

This situation, they said. could 
be remedied by Chinese infantry 
supported by British artillery and 
motorized forces

Submission was made by H. J. 
Wilson, K.C., counse} for the at-

S, H. McCuaig, K.C., counsel for 
the plaintiff, submitted the act was 
ultra vires because of its conflict

Civic Problem 
Workers’ Bonus 
Is Deadlocked 


Negotiations between the City 
Commissioners and the executive 
of the Edmonton Civic Employees’ 
Federation on the employees’ re- 
quest for payment of a cost of 
living bonus is deadlocked, and 
the City Commissioners have de- 
cided to call a special meeting of 
city council Wédnesday afternoon 
at 5 o'clock to discuss the situa- 
tion, it was learned in authori- 
tative sources Monday. 


The employees, through Malcolm 
Ainslie, president of the Edmonton 
Civic Employees’ Federation, made 
a request for a cost of living bonus 
for all civic employees equa] to the 
15-point increase in living costs 
since August, 1939. This request is 
for a similar increase to that re- 
cently given employees of the “an- 
adian Nations] and Canadian Pa- 
cific Railways’ employees. 

The increase. it is estimated, ---ould 
mean a bonus payment of $3.75 
weekly, and would cost the city 
approximately $244,500. 

It is understood that the City 
Commissioners offered to pay a 
cost of living bonus of $2 weekly 
to all married and $1 weekly to all 
single employees. This offer was 
not acceptable .to the employees. 
The offer made by the City Com- 
missioners includes not only al! 
civic employess, but also employees 

the Edmonton Public School 
board and other associated civic 
boards. [It is estimated the bonus 
payments offered by the City Com- 
missioners would amount to &ap- 
proximately $174.000 annually, 

Ceiling of the bonus payment has 
not been determined.

Britain, Russia 
Draw Closer In 
Common Effort 


LONDON, Jan. 5—(CP)—Great 
Britain and Soviet Russia have 
been drawn closer in trust and 
common effort than at any time 
since thé first great war and still 
closer ties are in prospect, Foreign 
Secretary Anthony Eden broadcast 
Sunday, informing the world of 
his recent talks in the Kremlin, 


Of his talks with Joseph Stalin 
and Soviet Foreign Commissar Vy- 
acheslay Molotov, Mr. Eden de- 
clared: 

“When our communique states our 
identity of views on all questions re- 
lating to the conduct of the war, 
those words are not mere diplomatic 
jargon; they tell the literal and ab- 
solute truth.” 


PURPOSE THE SAME 


The foreign secretary referred to 
his previous visit to Russia in 1935 
when he ‘had reached the conclus- 
ion that despite many obvious dif- 
ferences, “our éverlasting purpose 
was the same,” 

At that time, he declared, “we 
both wished to maintain the peace 
Well, we have lost that peace. Bul 
we are determined not to lose this 
war or the peace that will follow.” 

Mr, Eden, who toured behind the 
Russian lines during his visit to the 
Soviet Union, praised the Red army’: 
defence of its homeland and the in- 
dustrial machine backing it. 

He grew bitter as his account 
touched on Hitler and declared the 
Fuehrer had blundered by invading 
Russia and drawing on his armics 
the might of a united Soviet. 


“The experience of my visit and 
the talks that I had with Stalin 
and Molotov have convinced me 
that closer political collaboration 
between us can and will be realiz- 
ed,” Mr. Eden said. 


“We have to get rid of the legacy 
of suspicion on both sides. 

“There is a contrast in the forms 
of government, but I will never ac- 
cept that this need divide us. 

“What matters in foreign affairs 
is not the form of the internal gov- 
ernment of any nation but its in- 
ternational behavior. 

“The trouble with Hitler, for in- 
stance, was not that he was a Nazi 
at home. The trouble with him was 
that he would not stay at home.” 


LASTING PEACE 


Mr, Eden bitterly added that “no 
free nation wil] be secure so long 
as he lives and the German military 
power is unbroken.” 

Then he cited the unity of Brit- 
ain and the U.S.SR. and expressed 
the conviction the Allies would gain 
“a lasting peace for all peoples.” 

He dwelt on the calibre of Rus- 
sia’s stand against the Nazi invasion, 
relating how flying conditions were 
so bad on his wintry arrival in Rus- 
Sia that he went by train to Moscow. 

“One stretch of our journey,” he 
said, “was over a section of railway 
which Goebells has told you has 
been cut. 

“I can tell you from practical ex- 
perience that Goebells is wrong. 

“The railway is intact, undamaged 
and working smoothly and well.” 


Vividly describing this trip to 
the front outside Moscow, Mr. 
Eden pronounced the spirit of the 
Russian troops as “magnificent”, 
their morale “higher than ever” 
and declared they are hammering 
without respite at the retreating 
Germans. 


“We drove along the Moscow- 
Leningrad road to Klin and some 
miles beyond,” he related. 

“There were plenty of signs of 
the fighting by the roadside—shell- 
torn trees, derelict guns, shattered 
homes, .. . 

“Hitler has always liked a war 
of movement. He is getting it 
now.” 


IMPORTANT DISCUSSIONS 

Mr. Eden said he had no doubt 
that the harmony achieved between 
the Allies on all: war matters alone 
would have more than justified his 
trip but that “personally I attach 
as much importance to the discus- 
sions which we had upon the or- 
ganization of peace and security 
after the war.” 

The foreign secretary pointed out 
that neither he nor Stalin could

MAY FALL FAR BACK 


There is no telling how far the 
Russians may drive the Germans 
back. It requires time to prepare 
defence positions for an army in 
retreat and it is not impossible that 
Hitler may have to fall back west 
of the Dnieper before positions can 
be readied for his army to stem 
the Russian advance. 

Full credit for the turning of the 
tide against the Nazis should not 
be given to the weather. The 
military skill of the Russian gen- 
erals, the Russian superiority in 
manpower and the flow of equip- 
ment which the Russians have 
somehow managed to maintain 
have played the greater part. 

It is a question of how long the 
Russians can keep up their pace. 
Of manpower, there is no doubt 
Equipment is another problem 
However, British Foreign Secretary 
Eden, returning to London from 
Moscow, reported that he was 
“astounded” at the way Russian 
production had come back after 
the losses inflicted by the Germans 
in the early months of the war. 

This will be increasingly supple- 
mented by the British and Ameri- 
cans, which seemed to have agreed 


that Japan is a secondary goa] and 
can be crushed at will when the 
primary object of putting Hitler out 
of business has been achieved. 


FACE BITTER MONTHS 

While it is true that Russian 
arms get the major credit for the 
German reverse, the part being 
played by the weather cannot be 
minimized. The German rout began 
before the worst of the winter had 
set in when they were at the gates 
of Moscow and appeared to have it 
in their grasp, 

Now they are facing the bitter 
months of January and February. 
At the moment a wave of intense 
cold has swept down from the 
Arctic and has the Russian steppes 
in a grip of death. The Germans 
are not equipped for it, and the 
Russians are. 

Hitler's appeal to the German 
people for second hand clothing is 
not likely to offset the life-sav- 
ing furs which the Russians wear. 

Eden reported that he found the 
Germans thinly clad, judging 
from prisoners with whom he 
talked, while the Russians were 
warm and well-equipped. 

The fina] outcome of the war may 
be decided on the battlefields of 
Russia.

That potential manpower dis- 
parity graphically indicates the

These conditions were successfully 
met and overcome in North Africa, 
under direction of the man chosen to 
deal with them in the new theatre. Im- 
mediate results are not to be looked 
for. It will take weeks or months to 
change the war of defence there into a 
war of advance. But, aided by a staff 
of high officers of the other Allied na- 
tions involved, Sir Archibald is the 
man for the job. His selection will 
bring confidence alike to the forces 
holding the Philippines, Malaya and 
the Dutch East Indies, and to the peo- 
ples of the Allied countries. 


It Pays To Pre-Pay 


It is tax-paying time in Edmonton 
again, The pre-payment period runs as 
usual until the middle of this month. 
Any taxpayer who in the meantime 
pre-pays his taxes for 1942, in whole or 
in part, will be credited with interest on 
the money at the rate of 4 per cent per 
annum, calculated up to the dates at 
which tax instalments become legally 
due. The actual saving to the prepayer 
works out at 2 per cent. 


With the national service tax col- 
lected each pay-day, and federal in- 
come taxes looming only three months 
away, the chance to save a few dollars 
by paying city taxes in advance is more 
than usually important. And _ since 
there is relatively and actually little 
unemployment in the city, it seems 
likely that pre-payments will run to a 
high figure. 

Ever since the pay-in-advance ar- 
rengement was adopted its growing 
ponularity has been shown by larger 
receipts each year than the year be- 
fore. Jast January the taxpayers 
turned in about $1,200,000 during the 
pre-payment period, approximately 
one-third of the levy for the year. It 
seems fairly likely they will set up a 
new record this year. 


Ten Years Later 


Ten years ago this week Japanese 
forces, having conquered Manchuria, 
siezed the city of Shanhaikwan, stand- 
ing where the great wall runs down 
to the shore of the Gulf of Chihli, and 
within China proper. 

They have never since left the coun- 
try. Their invasion was explained as in- 
tended only to discipline the Chinese 
and teach them to love their island 
neighbors. In fact it was the beginning 
of a policy of systematic conquest, 
the expulsion of foreigners and foreign 
interests, and the establishment of a 
Japanese stranglehold, political and 
economic, on the ancient empire. 

The war in China is commonly 
spoken of as being four years old. It 
is ten years old. Never during that 


period has there been anything more | 


than a halt in the Japanese advance, or 
attempted advance; and when the arm- 
ies have ceased marching it has only 
been to give the political agents a

China when it began. Washington re- 
fused to recognize the Quisling who 
was made a puppet emperor in Man- 
churia, and called upon Japan to re- 
spect treaty rights, the Nine Power 
pact and the Kellogg pact. But Wash- 
ington got no support, other than 
words of mild approval, among the 
custodians of world peace at Geneva; 
and the campaign of outrage and rob- 
bery went steadily on. 

Now, after ten years, twenty four 
countries stand pledged to China to not 
make peace with Japan until China’s 
rizhts are restored. 


Allied In Fact 


The twenty-six Governments which 
signed the articles of alliance at Wash- 
ington last week gave three pledges. 
Each subscribed to the Atlantic 
Charter drawn up by President Roose- 
velt and Prime Minister Churchill last 
August. Each declared that it will use 
its full resources “military or economic” 
against those members of the Axis 
with which it is at war. And each bound 
itself not to make a separate armistice 
or peace with “the enemies,”

struggle, nor as to its contiiuance. 
Any of the Allied states was free to do 
as much or as little as convenient, and 
to make peacé with the enemy 6n it own 
behalf. They have not, in strict phrase- 
ology, been allied states at all, but 
States fighting against common foes 
without obligations either to co-operate 
with each other or to continue to fight. 

This is all changed by the new 
agreement. All the signatories are 
bound by word, as well as by honor 
and self-interest, to co-operate in an 
all-out effort, and to make peace only 
by common consent. This of course 
implies consultation, the making of a 
general strategic plan, unified com- 
mands in different theatres, the pro- 
duction of munitions by arrangement, 
and their distribution according to 
need; and an accounting system de- 
signed to fairly apportion the burden 
rather than with a view to the payment 
and collection of debts. ’ 

The plans are already being worked 
out to implement the agreement in 
these particulars. What they will in- 
volve in the way of new responsibilities 
or larger responsibilities for any of the 
Allied countries cannot be foreseen. 
Nor can it be expected that a change 
will come suddenly over the scene, say 
in the Pacific. Time and only time will 
permit the development of operations 
on a scale broad enough to defeat so 
powerful a combination as the aggres- 
sors have built up over a period of 
many years. 

But the line-up, the man-power and 
the resources represented by the now 
Allied states, and the definite pledges 
by which these have bound themselves, 
put beyond question that we have the 
means to win. If freedom was _ never 
before so threatened, never was poten- 
tial power so predominant against 
those who would strike it down. 


Chinese troops have been sent into 
Burma, to help hold that country 
against the Japanese, and in particu- 
lar to protect the road which is China’s 
lifeline to the outside world. Chiang 
Kai-Shek says he has plenty more sol- 
diers for use there or wherever they 
are needed. What China can do and 
is ready to do is not a question of men, 
but of how many men China’s Allies 
can arm.

Japan has lost an average of one 
transport or supply ship per day since 
it started the war in the Pacific. With 
the third largest mercantile fléet in the 
world, the gamblers at Tokyo have 
plenty more to stake.

Scandal 


Further evidence that China is buck- 
ling down to the business of war participa- 
tion came this week-end in sensational 
news that Chiang Kai-Shek has uncovered 
and is dealing summarily with a gross 
scandal on the Burma Road, 

It seems that a number of patriots have 

n doing a nice business along the 
Burma Road hijacking war materials and 
selling them privately. 

While wounded Chinese soldiers shiv- 
ered blanketless in bleak hospitals in the 
western Chinese hills, these Burma Road 
bandits peddled privately throughout 
China hundreds of thousands of warm 
woolen comforters sent by Britain and 
America. 

Even common makes of American 
automobiles were stolen from the trucks on 
this vital highway and sold to mandarins 
in Peiping for as high as eight thousand 
dollars, 

It is almost impossible to imagine, says 
‘Chungking, what the leakage from this 
vital supply line has been, 

Chiang Kai-Shek has wasted no time 
supplying a remedy. 

Hundreds of these despicable bandits 
have been carried off to Chungking for 
trial. Hundreds of others, caught in the 
act, have been hurled over the cliffs of the 
Burma Road to bleach their bones on the 
rocks below. 

Hereafter, says Chiang Kai-Shek, 
munitions and supplies despatched over 
this highway will arrive at their destina- 
tion in safety, 


Singapore Vital 


The fall of Manila came as a heavy 
blow on Friday, although everyone had 
expected jt. 

One wouid think that this disaster 
would finally convince the Pacific high 
command of a fact with which it has been 
playing since the Japs came into the war, 
namely, that the only defensible base in 
the Pacific is Singapore and that the de- 
fensive operations of all the allies should 
be concentrated there. 

So far as the fall of Manila itself is 
concerned, we must expect these reverses 
for perhaps another year, until, at least, 
the time arrives for us to convert our de- 
fensive strategy into offensive strategy. 

A close study of the war up to the 
present time shows that the odds in favor 
of an offensive army, facing a defensive 
army of equal numerical strength, are 
roughly three to one. 

There is a momentum of offense in 
mechanical warfare which affords this 
advantage. 

It is this momentum and these odds 
which accounts, largely, for the German 
success in Holland, Belgium, France, 
Greece and Yugoslavia. 

It should be noted here how quickly 
the myth of German “invincibility” dis- 
appeared when the Russians were able to 
pass the point where they were strictly on 
the defensive and assumed the offensive. 

Under a lusty Russian assault, the 
much-touted Nazi troops were not much 
better than Musssolini’s Fascists—those 
curious fellows who developed more 
speeds in reverse than a motor car has 
forward. 

It is this point in our case to which

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That is that you have not yet Instituted a 
system of selective compulsory service for 
overseas, 

All of us know fully the extent of the 
Canadian war effort, and it fills us with 
admiration, The Canadian troops have 
been an ornament to the British Forces, 
and a testimony to Canadian hardihood 
and valor.

World Peace 


It is the more to be desired if we look 
at the possible role of the American con- 
tinent in bringing to this world a great 
peace, The Americans, in the largest sense 
of that word: the New World, will meet 
One day their greatest opportunity. When 
that moment comes, the deeper our com- 
munity of sacrifice in the war, the greater 
will he our solidarity of effort in the 
peace, 

It would be a cause for the greatest 
regret, if there should arise amongst us at 
some future time those who would find 
any factual support, with however poor 
justification, for denigrating the Canadian 
effort in contrast to ours; who would try 
to break our people’s community by 
vaunting our sacrifice above yours, point- 
ing to the fact that we adopted general 
compulsory service while you weathered 
the war without it, There might be such 
persons; there usually are men of such 
minds. I am anxious that they should be 
given no ammunition. 

Those of us who know something of 
the problems of Canada have recognized 
certain political difficulties arising out of 
the situation of the French : population.

Farm Prices Also Need Special * 


Treatment to Keep Them 
Up, Contention 
LETTERS TO THE EDITOR 

Editor, Bulletin: All of the people of 
Canada are naturally interested in the 
great new experiment which the Federal 
government is now carrying out under 
war conditions, of a ceiling on prices. I 


believe it was necessary to do this, and 
insofar as the two-thirds of Canada’s peo- 
ple who are not agricultural, it will very 
likely prove beneficial; largely because 
this portion of Canada’s people were al- 
ready receiving prices, wages, salaries 
and profits which were more or less on a 
parity with each other—the working peo- 
ple because of a certain wage level re- 
lating to the years 1926-29 plus a cost of 
living bonus; the industrialist because of 
the profit factor. 

But when we come to examine agri- 
culture, we find a very different situation. 
We farmers comprise about one-third of 
the people of Cariada, but we do not re- 
ceive anything like one-third of the na- 
tional income, Nothing like it. For the past 
twelve yeats we have been supplying the 
rest of the people of Canada with the 
good things to eat which they have had on 
their tables, at prices which have left 
Canadian agriculture almost bankrupt. 

Now there was a very great disparity 
between what the farmer received for his 
products and what he had to pay for 
goods and services supplied by the re- 
maining two-thirds of the Canadian peo- 
ple, and under the price ceiling this dis- 
parity is perpetuated. For example, if the 
same broad principle was applied to the 
returns to the farmer as is applied to labor, 
the farmer would be getting terminal 
prices for his grains approximately as fol- 
lows: Wheat $1.60; flax $3,00, rye $1.35, 
barley 90c and oats 69c, 

Now the farmer, the almost forgotten 
man of Canadian economical and political 
life, took this as he has taken many other 
inequalities in the distribution of national 
income of Canada. He is taking this with- 
out an efficient voice being raised in pro- 
test. He can only become articulate by 
more unified support of his own organiza- 
tion. In this respect his destiny, his econ- 
omical future is very largely in his own 
hands. I anticipate that at the coming 
convention of the United Farmers in Ed- 
monton this question will be very thor- 
oughly discussed.

Old Age Pensions 


Editor, Bulletin: 1 was surprised and 
somewhat honored to find that my letter 
published in your issue of the 15th inst. 
although addressed to Mr. Chapman, of 
Calgary, was replied to by Mr, Edward C, 
Fisher, President of the Alberta Pen- 
sioners’ Society. 

Evidently Mr. Fisher is 
versant with the Dominion Pensions Act, 
or else he would not have placed me in 
the posijon of being in error when he 
himself is in a similar state. 

The quotations from Mr. Ilsley's state- 
ment on the old age pensions proves that 
Mr. Fisher has not made a proper deduc- 
tion because in it is contained the state- 
ment that before any province could ine 
crease its allowance to old age pension- 
ers, the Dominion Pensions Act would 
need to be amended. This is proved con- 
clusively by the correspondence which 
has taken place between the provincial 
and the Hon. Mr, Ilsley, 
Dominion finance minister, 

If Mr, Fisher will carefully read No. 
1, 2 and 3 paragraphs of Mr. Ulsley’s reply 
to the provincial government, given in 
your issue of December 18th, he will find 
that my statements given in a previous 
letter are correct. I wish especially to 
quote paragraph 3 which says “An amend- 
ment to the regulations is not sufficient 
and an amendment to the act must first 
be made if your scheme is not to result 
ab he reduction of present pension pays 
able.” 

The foregoing should convince any 
unbiased person that the provincial gov- 
ernment although desirous of giving aid 
to the old age pensioners in Alberta, can 
not do so under existing circumstances. 

From tonight's paper we see how 
earnestly the Alberta government is desir 
Ous of helping the pensioners as much as 
is possible, and I believe that Mr. Fisher 
would be well advised to inform his Pen- 
sioners’ Association that the Pensions Act 
is primarily a dominion responsibility and 
that any provincia] government is powere 
less to effect any changes until the Doe 
minion Pensions Act is amended. Furthere 
more I would request Mr. Fisher to use 
his energy and ability in influencing the 
dominion government whose policies he 
agrees with, to so amend, at its next sese 
sion, the Dominion Pensions Act that 
pensioners will receive $30.00 a month at 
the age of 65 or 60, or that the dominion 
government will allow the bonus, the said 
bonus not to be deducted from dominion 
reimbursements,

ALIX.—The community of Alix 
is preparing to act as host to the | 
young people of the district who 
attend the Dominion - provincial 
youth training school at Alix from 
January § to January 24, The courses 
offered are of special igterest to 
young people between the ages of 
16 and 30 years who remain to 
carry on the increasing tasks of the 
“home front.” 

Courses given for young men will 
cover practical agriculture and will 
include talks on soils, field crops, 
animal husbandry, dairying, poul- 
try, farm mechanics, woodworking, 
tinsmithing, ete. Of special interest 
to the boys will be a new series of 
lectures on farm management, 
which will apply directly to the 
problems of their home farms. 

The girls will be given courses in 
health, nutrition, sewing, handi- 
crafts, dairying, poultry, etc. Spe- 
cial attention will be paid to train- 
ing in citizenship, especially as it 
relates to social relationships and 
activities within the community. 

Students are expected to bring 
their own cots and bedding if they 
intend to reside in the dormitories; 
and to pay the cost of their main- 
tenance in the dining-room in cash 
or in farm supplies. The average 
cost to the students does not ex- 
ceed $4 per week.

Crashes Light 
Pole On Jasper 


Careening wildly along Jasper 
avenue early Saturday night, a 
large sedan operated by an al- 
leged hit-and-run driver, crashed 
with terrific force into a pole 
bearing city electric power lines, 
wrecked street lighting fecilities 
for several blocks along Jasper 
avenue and then raced off into 
the night at high speed, city po- 
lice reported Monday. 

No arrests have yet been made 
in connection with the accident but 
Police state every effort is being 
made to establish the indentity of 
the driver and to locate the hit-run 
vehicle which is believed to have 
been severely damaged in the 
crash. 

George Morrison, of 9742 85 av- 
enue was an eye witness of the ac- 
cident which occurred at the inter- 
section of Jasper avenue and 119 
street. He notified police at 8:50 p.m. 
An immediate investigation failed 
to locate the Kit-run car. 


WAS TRAVELLING EAST 


Morrison told police he saw the 
grey sedan proceeding east on 
Jasper avenue and that when it was 
about 60 feet from the intersection 
of 119 street, it suddenly plunged 
from the road on to the street car 
lines and hurtled pell mell down 
the tracks to crash into the electric 
power line pole. . 

The driver, according to police, 
apparently retained control of the 
machine because following the 
crash he kept right on going, swung 
across the street car tracks to the 
south side of Jasper avenue and 
disappeared at a high rate of speed 

The power line pole, located in 

the middle of the intersection, 

Was smashed to pieces at the bot- 
and left leaning westward in 2 

Precarious position, police state. 

Serious damage was also done to 

the street lighting system in the 
district and all lights along Jasper 

avenue from the C.P.R. subway, 
west to 124 street were extin- 
guished, 

Trolly line wires supported by 
the pole were not brought down, 
although the pole was completely 
severed at the base. There was no 
tie-up in traffic but street cars 
were forced to proceed slowly until 
temporary repairs were effected by 
the railway repair car. A new pole 
will be installed on Monday, street 
railway officials stated. 


NO CAR WRECKAGE 

A detailed examination of the 
scene was made by police in an 
effort to locate parts of the auto- 
mobile that might have been torn 
away in the crash None were 
found. however. Police believe prin- 
cipa] damage to the car might be 
confined to the right front side. 

No other serious traffic mishaps 
were reported in Edmonton over 
the week-end, although several 
minor crashes resulted in damage 
to some vehicles. No person was 
hurt in these accidents.

Many special modifications of 
diet treatment have been worked 
out—so many that I will not have 
the space to describe all of them 
However I will take up as many as 
possible. 

Probably the simplest kind of 
specia] diet is the milk diet used 
in the treatment of stomach ulcers. 
This special diet often has excellent 
results, producing a rapid healing 
of the ulcer, and the patient usually 
gets along very well on it, when the 


taking of the ordinary mixed diet | 


causes great discomfort. 

Another special type of diet used 
is referred to as a high roughage 
diet. This is used principally in the 
treatment of atonic constipation, in 
which the colon is relaxed and lazy 
The aim is to provide the colon 
with large amounts of. roughage, 
obtained chiefly from vegetables, 
fruits, and natura] grains. The pa- 
tient is allowed a very liberal use 
of raw and cooked vegetables, is 
given stewed fruits such as prunes, 
figs and apples, and is given whole- 
wheat products, together with a 
moderate amount of meat, A dish of 
the cooked vegetables may even be 
advised for breakfast. Such a diet 
is often satisfactory in bringing 
about relief of the constipated con- 
dition for which it is given 

Still another diet commonly used 
is the bland diet, in which the chief 
aim is to provide a smooth diet 
with little bulk. While this is ex- 
tensively employed, I do not find 
it valuable in the extreme form in 
which it is generally used; although 
a modified form may be benefi- 
cially used. The bland diet may be 
helpful in colitis when it is desir- 
able to provide a soft, non-irritating 
residue. The usual] bland diet calls 
for milk, eggs, cream, white bread, 
smooth cereals, macaroni, potatoes, 
pudding, cream soups, etc., and it 
has been my experience that it 
may create an acidosis which must 
later be corrected. 

In the modified form of this diet 
I suggest that the patient avoid 
raw fibrous foods for a time and 
that the cooked vegetables be fine- 
ly minced or pureed. The patient 
usually needs to avoid fruit skins 
When the patient with colitis or 
with an irritated colon follows such 
a regimen for a time the intestinal 
irritation will often subside in a 
satisfactory way through the use 
of this modified bland diet 

Sometimes the patient requests a 
diet for the express purpose of cor- 
recting that type of acidosis built 
up through an excessive use of the 
acid-forming foods, He may then be 
provided with a base-forming diet. 
In such a diet, the alkaline-forming 
foods are fed in abundance and the 
acid-forming foods such as meat, 


eggs and cereals are cut down to) 


the minimum. The foods most like- 
ly to be helpful are the fruits and 
vegetables. Among the vegetables, 
potatoes are included

‘Aid-To Russia’ 


LONDON, Jan. 5.—(CP)—Chair- 
man of the Red Cross $4,500,000 
! Aid-to-Russia Fund, which raised 
almost $1,800,000 in the first fort- 
night of its existence, is Mrs. Win- 
ston Churchill, The prime minis- 
ter's wife is no mere figurehead. 

Busy though she is, the hand- 
some, silvery-haired lady of 10 
Downing Street takes an active 
part in the fund's work. She con- 
fers daily with the Red Cross execu- 
tives, including Field Marshal Sir 
Philip Chetwode, chairman of the 
Red Cross and St. John war organ- 
ization committee, and Lord Iliffe, 
chairman of the appeal committee 
of the Duke of Gloucester's Red 
Cross and St. John fund for sick 
; and wounded members of the fight- 
ing forces. 

In a broadcast appeal for the 
aid-to-Russia fund, the prime min- 
ister’s wife told listeners what was 
being done with their money and 
“this is only a beginning,” she said 
She said the supplies already sent 
included “53 emergency operating 
outfits, 30 blood-transfusion sets, 
70,000 surgical needles, 1,000,000 
tablets of M. and B, 693... half a 
ton of phenacetin and some seven 
tons of absorbent cotton wool.” 
(M. and B. 693 is the wonder- 
working antisertic which has revo- 
lutionized treatment of pneumonia 
and many other diseases caused by 
germs.) 

Gifts have ranged all the way 
from enormous cheques to smal! 
contributions of stamps and ‘coins 
Lord Nuffield, industrialist and 
philanthropist, sent $225,000. The 
King and Queen and other mem- 
bers of the Royal Family provided 
substantial donations. Proceeds of 
the Red Cross Penny-a-Week Fund 
in October, November, December 
were turned over This fund, col- 
lected from employees in more 
than 40,000 factories and from many 
individuals, totals about $90,000 
weekly. One Sussex contributor 
sent 10 guineas ($47.50) to Mrs 
Churchill with a note: “Heré's a 
new slogans‘Winston with the 
accent on WIN’.”

There was little to inspire great 
deeds and spectacular episodes-at- 
arms in that shell-stirred sea of 
slime where the Canadians fought 
for a foothold on Passchendaele 
Ridge. The unceasing, dull 
autumn rains cast a general pall 
of gloom over the caving, mud- 
walled trench-world, and the 
dead + weary men who struggled 
through the desolate waste of 
water-filled craters would have 
been forgiven if they had becn 
at their lowest ebb of heart and 
morale. 

It is to the eternal honor of 
the Australian, New Zealand, 
British and Canadian soldiers that 
they were often able to rise high 
above mere duty in that desper- 
ate fight in the mud. They 
seemed to discover new and un- 
plumbed springs of courage and 
defiance within them to answer 
the combined challenge of the 
enemy and the elements, At 
Passchendaele, under conditions 
so terrible that Ludendorff de- 
scribed them as “not short of 
suffering unspeakable,” a number 
of Canadian officers and men 
achieved what is, perhaps, the 
most glotious series of heroic 
deeds .that is recorded in the 
battle-story of the Canadian 
Corps. 

It was in that dispiriting fight 
in which all hopes for dash and 
swift-moving action should have 
been bogged down and dissipated 
in the rain and gloom, that Cor- 
poral Colin Barron, a powerful, 
broad - shouldered young Lewis- 
gunner of the 3rd Canadian Bate 
talion, first stalked a_ heavily- 
manned German machine-gun 
nest and then berserk 
among the crews. 


went 


Barron's was a deed of reck- 
less bravery and furious hand- 
to-hand fighting, the kind which 
most of us conjure in our imagine 
ations as one which most nature 
ally fits the bestowal of a Victoria 
Cross. It was sudden and spec- 
tacular, rather than an achieve- 
ment of sustained courage and 
fine leadership, and it was for- 
tunate that it did not go un- 
observed in the heat of action or 
pass unseen in the confusion of 
night-attack. 

After Barron charged headlong 
{nto a strong-post manned with 
three machine-guns and _ their 
-crews, he had no means of shoot- 
ing, His only weapon was a rifle 
without a bolt, With the bayonet 
and butt-end he disabled four 
Hun gunners, killed four others 
outright, put the third crew to 
flight and thus captured the post, 
single-handed. 

The Ist Canadian Division had 
difficult country to handle that 
gray November day. The going 
was atrocious over terrain that 
had become an all but impassable 
swamp; and strong- 
points were thickly dotted across 
their front. The 3rd Battalion 
was on the extreme left of the 
Canadian Corps for the day's 
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moments, with Barron using the 
bayonet and clubbed butt of an 
old rifle he had picked up, with 


attack (Nov. 6, 1917), which had 
jumped-off at six a.m, under the 
usual steady drizzle. The Bat- 
talion’s most formidable obstacle 


was a redoubt manned by the 
aforesaid three machine - guns, 
and built amid the stone founda- 
tions of a vanished farm-house. 
It was known in Operation Orders 
and on military maps as “Vine 
Cottage” though the verdure 
which must have inspired its 
dubbing had long since vanished 
under the prolonged barraging 
and the mud. 

Two previous major attempts to 
advance the line in the area had 
been held up and then blocked in 
front of Vine Cottage. For a week 


destruction of the strong - post 
had been the object of both Cana- 


dian infantry and artillery. Shel!s 
bounced off it, or harmlessly ex- 
ploded in the sodden earth, with 
even the sound of their burst 
muffled and smothered, It stub- 
bornly held out to exact a terrific 
toll from minor attacks and raid- 
ers trying to encircle it or bomb 
it into silence. Now it threatened 
to slow, or even halt, a third 
major assault by stopping the 3rd 
Battalion in its tracks. A danger- 
ous situation was already de- 
veloping on the unit's flanks. 


It was then that the young 
Scottish- Canadian “rose mag- 
nificently to the occasion.” Barron 
led his Lewis-gun crew on a pre- 
carious passage of open ground 
to reach a flank, They made it 
without being observed by the 
redoubt’s machine-gunners, Then, 
completely exposing himself to 
their almost point-blank fire, 
Barron opened his Lewis-gun on 
them with sharp bursts. Two 
Maxims were silenced in the short 
furious duel, as their startled 
crews took cover, The third gun, 
blocked from Barron's view, ham- 
mered on, keeping a full com- 
pany pinned down. 

Before the German machine- 
gunners of the two nearest Max- 
ims could recover from their 
surprise, Barron told his crew to 
cover him as best they could and 
with reckless impetuosity charged 
into the redoubt alone. There 
was a wild melee in the confined 
space of the strong-post for a few

terrible effect. He killed or 
wounded every man in two 
machine-gun crews, As the third 
crew bolted in terror from the 
mud and blood - splashed Canae 
dian, the supporting German in- 
fantry broke with them, As they 
streamed back, Barron mounted 
the parapet and turned their own 
Maxim on them, achieving more 
execution and preventing quick 
recovery from their panic. 

With the strong-point captured 
through Corporal Barron's lone- 
handed fight and great gallantry, 
the whole assaulting line was able 
to sweep forward. As the official 


words of his citation read “The 
remarkable dash and determinae 
tion displayed by this N.C.O. in 
rushing the guns produced far- 
reaching results, and enabled the 
advance to be continued.” 

Perhaps of even greater moe 
ment to the fighting machine-gun 
corporal than those recorded 
words which reveal his immense 
personal value in the day’s opera- 
tions, was the commendation of 
his senior officers that night in 
tired but triumphant 3rd Bat- 
talion Headquarters, Before the 
front had fully quieted down, the 
Officer Commanding, Lt.-Col. 
“Bart” Rogers, D.S.O., called 
Barron to H.Q. dugout for cone 
gratulations, and then saw to it 
that a special leave was granted 
“before accidents could happen.” 

In the interval berween the two 
German wars, Barron served in 
both the Toronto Regiment and 
the 48th Highlanders of Canada, 
and established a _ successful 
trucking business in Toronto, 
For a period he was employed by 
the Ontario department of highe 
ways. Still powerful and built 
for hand-to-hand fighting, the 
stalwart hero of Passchendaele 
was the first Canadian holder of 
the Victoria Cross, not a member 
of the Canadian Permanent Force, 
to be sent on active service. He 
first served in Iceland and is now 
Provost Sergeant+Major at Ist 
Divisional H.Q. in England 

He is married and has two 
pretty daughters, living with their 
mother in Toronto,
